DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As discussed by the Applicant on page 7 of Applicant's Remarks filed 24 March 
2009, independent claim 1 (as presented 24 March 2009) describes a photodetector 
configuration as shown in Applicant's Figure 2. Further, independent claim 1 requires 
limitations shown in Applicant's Figure 1, such as (M x N) integrating circuits and (M x 
N) filter circuits. The Examiner could not find prior art teaching a photodetector having 
the configuration illustrated in Applicant's Figures 1 and 2 and required by independent 
claim 1 .
